WASHINGTON. April 1.—The text 


of the decision of the Venezuela court 
in the case of that government against 
the New York and Bermundez Asphalt 
Company, was received today. 


This Is the case which threatens to 


cause International complications. 


In the decision of the court It is 


declared the company assisted In the 
revolution of General Mator against the 
government, actually forming a nal- 
llance with Matos and supplying him 
with funds to carry on the campaign. 


He declares that President Greene 


of that company met Matos In Paris to 
contract for purchase of a steamer and 
other necessary elements of war. that 
Greene drew checks for $130.000 for 
the purchase of the steamer "Ban Ri- 
ga," which later arrived off the coast 
of Venezuela carrying an 
immense 


amount of war ammunition and having 
a revolutionary chief on board. 


The payment of the money for the 


steamer was traced in detail. 


The court declares that even after 


the defeat of Matoa by the government 
forces the company continued to aid 
the Matos and thereby prolonging th* 
•war.

Postal Telegraph Cable 
Company and all others, excepting the 
cable lines, and for many good and 
sufficient reasons; a few of which In 
the first place with regard to rail- 
roads are these; that should our gov- 
ernment have absolute and complete 
ownership and control of all our rail- 
road* we should certainly have better 
service than Is now th* case, vastly 
greater safety In travel and vastly more 
comfort, satisfaction and cheaper rates 
In traveling than we now enjoy. The 
V S Government, having the money 
nnd the power to control and get the 
best men for Its employes, at the high- 
est wages, would Insure our greater 
safety In travel: and for the same rea- 
son 
the cars 
themselves would be 


better and nearer perfection, the very 
road beds would be both made better 
and taken better care of: in fact 
every thing about the ralroad would 
be far superior than It Is at present. 
The I* S. Government would have more 
of an eye and care for the public's 
personal advantage, comfort and safety 
than these selllsh and soulless cor- 
porations and railroad companies. And 
then, as 1 said above, our own Indi- 
vidual and personal safety would be 
even more than a hundred fold In- 
creased. The newspapers have stated 
that the terrible slaughter of human 
life on the railroads In the United 
States alone during the past year has 
been about 1000 souls, and that the 
wounded and crippled have been pro- 
portlonatelv great. Now Just think of 
and meditate upon this, and I am very 
sure had our United States been In 
absolute control of the whole railroad 
systems in our country, this afore- 
mentioned mortality would have be«n 
only one-third as great, if Indeed. o« 
much as that. Because whatever our 
government does is carried out In t.ie 
very best possible manner: having the 
money and the power, and the Influ- 
ence, which Is great and all-command- 
ing, they «'o obtain and control the 
very best men. the very best service, 
ami every thing else first class, and as 
near perfection as possible. And thu 
excellence Is very different from what 
is now the <-a«<v I remember as a 
young man In Washington City notic- 
ing what I have also observed ever 
since, that the government work in 
all the public buildings, which are many 
ami great In Washington, and else- 
where In our country, were made and 
constructed In a manner far superior 
t<> that 
o*f the 
ordinary contractors, 


and even wealthy private parties Gov- 
ernment work Is always an<l Invariably 
Mipeiior to every other and all other 
kind* of work. And reasoning from and 
by analogy, the government's control, 
.iwnership and 
management 
of our 


i.illroa.ls would In all probabllty en- 
..< t and exhibit the self-same superi- 
ority and excellence over and above the 
present management. And please re- 
member the point of greatest Import • 
am e. which Is that our safety would 
be more than a hundred fold Increased 


Then in case of war-time, or of In- 


ternal trouble, civil war and revolu- 
tion. Just think, meditate and endeavor 
to reall/.e of what tremendous ad- 
vantage It would prove to our govern- 
ment, to thu- be in absolute possession 
ami « ontrol of the entire railroad sys 
tern In all the T'ntte.l States. And this 
is a point of the very greatest 1m- 
portanee. 


What I have ««niil above with regard 


to the railroa.N. In manv uays aNo is 
applicable to that of the tremendous 
advantage to 
!>•• achieved by having 


our government get IIM--. *-ion of. own 
and control the i - n t i i e tel.-«r.\ph system 
of the whole eountrv ,il«-o: for the s'une 
reasons stated above \v,> should have 
\astly better service, expedition, celer- 
ity, dispatch, actur.icv. nn>l the riuh k- 
est delivery possible: vvheieas now -t 
Is very Inefficient, slow. Immrant. Illit- 
erate and very poor scrvh «• on the part 
of employes, criminal Inaccuracy

rendering dispatches, and altogether 
exasperating and slip shod service; so 
that sometimes I find that even nn or- 
dinary two-cent postage stamp beats 
and ecll'>«<es 
the 
much 
famed tele- 


graph. In other words, a letter sent 
under an ordinary two-cent postage 
stamp, oftentimes "gets there" quicker 
than and even before the costly tele- 
graphic message. And sometimes the 
pald-for telegrams are never delivered. 
Now this ought not to be the cas». 
And I am certain that it would never 
be the case If the United States Gov- 
ernment had possession of. owned con- 
trolled and managed the whole tele- 
graph system of the entire countTV. 
because It would compare favorably 
with the management of the postofflco.

Improvement therein. And I believe 
should the government have control or 
the telegraph system as above pro- 
posed, the expense of a message would 
be immensely reduced. Just ponder then 
over this tremendous advantage, or 
almost perfect service, and at very 
grTaVly reduced rates than that which 
now prevails. And then also consider 
a° kbove in the matter of railroads, of 
what incalculable Importance It would 
be to our government to possess such 
control and ownership and manage- 
ment of the whole telegraph system n 
Tase of war. foreign. Internal or civil 
war and revolutionary war. 


Now. notwithstanding the objections, 


obstacles and arguments that may be 
brought up and waged against the 
aboveproposition; nevertheless do you. 
rny dear friend. Senate* Newlands. 
nromulgate. advocate, press and ad- 
?an«T these propositions, changes and 
achievements, and endeavor to obtain 
congressional action upon them, and 
successfully put them through, and 
you will thus well serve your country 
and your times, and you will win the 
plaudits, commendation and tha"*": 
giving of an appreciative and grateful 
people. When you have an opportu- 
nity please let me hear from you In re- 
p]y tO this. 
Praying the Lord Jesus to abundant- 


ly bless, prosper and keep you, and en- 
able you to do in this matter that which 
will be best for our country, and most 
pleasing In God's sight and to the 
glory of His name, and as to Him 
feemeth best, for His Name's Sake.

Professor Thurtell, 
Appointed 


State Engineer, Entitled to 


Two Years Lay-Off 


To the Eultor of the Journal: Inas- 


much as there seems to be a misun- 
derstanding; w th regard o the nature 
of the sabbatical leave of professors 
of the university, I wll Itry to ex- 
plain it. 


Once in seven years a professor or 


Instructor of the university 
may be 


given a leave of absence'for one year to 
pursue his studies in some other uni- 
versity, either in this or in a foreign 
country. 


When the regents of the university 


give permission to a professor or an 
instructor for a leave of absence, they 
make arrangements to pay the profes- 
sor one-half of his annual salary while 
he is engaged in making special stud- 
ies in his department by which he is 
made a more efficient man to this uni- 
versity and to the state. 


It is understood that the prisident 


of the university, with the other half 
of the professor's salary, shall make 
arrangements to carry on the work 
of said professor during his absence. 
Thus it will be seen that the university 
accomplishes two very desirable ends, 
it enables the professor or Instructor 
to gain a year of special preparation 
for his department and It provides for 
the work in such department without 
any increased expense to the univer- 
sity or to the state. 


Professor Henry Thurtell has been 


appointed state engineer, and no one 
will question his fitness in ability and 
character for the position. He 
haa 


served the university for the past four- 
teen years, nnd. therefore, he Is given 
a leave of absence, but without salary, 
in order to enable him to accept this 
position. 


If. at the end of the flrst year, he 


signifies his Intention of returning to 
the university at the end of two years, 
his lea'-e of absence will b» continued 
for the second year and at the begin- 
ning of the third year he will be under 
obligations to resume his professor- 
ship in the university. But when he 
draws a salary as state engineer, he 
does not get any salary from the uni- 
versity.

fied. I speak advisedly when I say 
that there are today 100.000 families 
ready to come to Nevada.if they know 
what they could do when they arrive 
here or what would be offered them In 
the way of Investment. It is true that 
we do not want a large Influx of sight- 
seers, or. the rabble who come In the 
excitement, 
which 
clearly 
indicates 


that the true work of a chamber of 
commerce Is to attract capital and of- 
fer Industries. The starting of Indus- 
tries In the state of Nevada means 
that there will be work and employ- 
ment for people who desire to come 
Into the state, and that with a large 
Industrial development, business op- 
portunities open up and the men of 
small means can take advantage of th<» 
opportunity. I have made a particular 
study of the methods and operations 
of hoards of trade in various sections 
of .this country. Recently, in a trip 
down south, I stopped off at Durham. 
N. C. and Durham Is a great tobacco 
center. I talked with the members of 
the local board of trade and her prom- 
inent citizens. The work of the hoard 
of trade In Durham has been to at • 
tract capital because the population 
will follow wherever capital had open- 
ed up Industries. The result Is that 
today Durham Is a great tobacco and 
manufacturing center. They have cot- 
ton mills and the erection of mills and 
factories and the opening up of lum- 
ber enterprises has brought In a large 
and desirable class of people from the 
north and from New Kngland. I found 
the same condition of affairs at At- 
lanta, Georgia, now a city of over 
100.000. and I believe that the cham- 
ber of commerce has had more to do 
with the growth of Atlanta than any 
other factor outside of her natural 
resources. Yet the natural resources 
of that section would be still unde- 
veloped had not the board of trade 
opened up the way for Investment and 
attracted capital. In Augusta, Ga.. and 
In Columbus. Go-. 10 or 12 years ago 
there was practically nothing In the 
way of Industrial development, yet to- 
day the entire state is dotted with cot- 
ton mills.

\ve" stand pre-eminently, the greatest 
state In the I'nlon. ami that fact Is 


, being readily realized by mining men 
and the Investing public. Had the clt- 
l/.ens ttf Nevada co-operated through 
boards of trade and chambers of com- 
merce and bureaus of Information In 
presenting to the east the advantages 
of Nevada with the same energy and 
the same co-operation that Idaho. Utah 
ami California have done. w» would 
have long .alnce been a large and pros- 
petous state as far as population and 
Industries are concerned.

We are entering upon a new era 


of development. A new population is 
coming Into Nevada which will out- 
numbed the pioneers who have strug- 
gled for Nevada's awakening. Ques- 
tions of sentiment will no longer con- 
trol. The building of the line of the 
uillroad between L.OS Angeles and Salt 
Lake has brought Tonopah and Gold- 
fleld nnd Rullfrog quite as near trans- 
porlatlon as she Is to Reno. If a line 
of railroad should be projected from 
Callenles Into Knvvlch and from I«as 
Vugas Into Hullfrog and Goldfleld a 
large portion of the business now par- 
sing through Reno would be diverted 
to Salt Ijake and I.os Angeles. Rein 
ought to ge a great manufacturing cen- 
ter, she ought to be a great distribut- 
ing point. She ought to be a great 
wholesale district. She ought largely to

It Is no longer a question 
of politics or partisanship with me, 


in the senate and 
last fall resulted 


In sending to the United 8tRi.es sen- 
ate many new senators, the majority 
of whom are closely allied with rail- 
road Interests. The railroad will never 
submit to a proposition which will en- 
able the government or a commission 
to fix what may seem a Just and reas- 
onable rate. President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage on this question was the most 
radical ever put before an American 
congress. What kind of a bill will 
eventually be passed by the senate 
will largely be determined by how vig- 
orously the people 
throughout 
thu 


country agitate this question during 
th« summer and fall. President Roose- 
velt Intends to call an extra session 
In October and this extra session will 
be for the direct purpose of disposing 
of the rate question. The one point 
upon which I am Interested on the rate 
proposition IH to secure the most re- 
lief to Nevada, but It seems that the 
greatest relief we can secure at this 
time Is a terminal point at Reno and 
unless the railroad with the liberal 
policy which It ought to manifest to 
the state of Nevada of Us own volit- 
ion, makes Reno a terminal point, we 
must vigorously light for our rights 
flrst through 
legislation 
and 
then 


through the courts. I intend to present 
this question In all Its Importance to 
my constituents in every county In 
this state during the summer and fall. 
Senator Newlands Is now In Wash- 


ington City working with the senate 
committee of Inlerstate Commerce, of 
which he is a member. This committee 
Is to have a series of hearings and will 
look Into the railroad question vig- 
orously and Senator New-lands from 
the start has taken an advanced mid 
vigorous stand on this question. The 
next Issue of the North American Re- 
view will present his views upon the 
railroad question In a special article, 
which will be well worth reading. Sen- 
ator Newlands stands thoroughly in 
accord with the Interests of the people 
In this fight. After the committee has 
finished Its hearings. Senator Newlands 
will proceed west with the committee 
on Irlgatlon of Arid Lands of the sen- 
ate and house in June. 


During the coming summer we will 


have more distinguished visitors with- 
in our borders than ever before In the 
history of the state. I expect to bring 
as my guests Into the state during 
the summer between 18 and 20 mem- 
bers of congress. There will be some- 
thing like IS or 18 additional members 
of the house and senate on the Irri- 
gation committee which will be In Ne- 
vada In June.
